This  Pretender  s  Declaration  (as  I  % 
dcrjland)  was  originally  drawn  in  Lat 
(perhaps  done  at  Rome)  from  whence  ( 
it  feems)  fome  Englifli  Copies  have  he 
landed  and  differs* d  here,  which  1  will 
contefl  but  that  they  may  he  more  litera 
translated  from  the  Original  than  mine  i 
however,  1  publifh  my  own,  as  genuine, 
the  Senfe  and  ^eafon  of  it  (according 
my  Under ftanding  thereof.) 

But  jufl  as  1  had  finiflid  my  Operati 
upon  it,  I  had  another  (Relation  given  me 
a  Letter  (printed  in  the  fame  CharaB 
with  the  Declaration)  as  written  by  X 
Lefley,  dated  in  April  lajl,  and  dirett 
to  a  Member  of  the  parliament  as  then  f 
ting  ;  but  {by  contrary  Winds,  and  oth\ 
<%eafons  of  State)  detain  d  from  coming 
jhore  here,  till  fome  Pojls  after  the  landh 
of  the  faid  Declaration. 


And  indeed  were  it  not  for  the  April- 
Date  of  it y  both  the  sprint  and  Contents 
night  have  made  it  fufpeSled  as  written 
ind  printed  with  the  Declaration,  and  cal- 
culated to  be  fent  after  ity  as  a  Supple* 
nent  or  <Poflfcript  to  it  $  containing  divers 
tings  material  to  be  known,  in  order  to  in* 
luce  the  Terfons,  to  whom  the  Declaration 
vdiretted,  to  embrace  the  fame  (of  whom 
I  efteem  my  felf bttended  as  one,  included 
to  pf>e  common  Herd  of  Loving  Sub- 
je&s.)
